The idea is simply for employ­ 
ers to hire more men to do the

Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U. S. N., who 
retired so me y ears ago after lo n g an d distin ­ 
gu ished serv ice in the n av y , believ es that the 
rep u blic as a who le right n o w is go in g thro u gh 
the same difficu lt so rt o f tran sitio n p erio d that 
the n av y wen t thro u gh in Admiral Fiske’s y o u th. 
When Admiral Fiske was a strip lin g o fficer, 
back in 1880, the American n av y was co mp o sed 
largely o f ship s in which o ld-tim e sailo rs like 
Nelso n co u ld hav e felt q u ite at ho me; wo o den 
sailin g ship s firin g mu zzle-lo adin g smo o th bo res 
by bro adsides, m an n ed by men to who m steam 
p o wer was an athem a. 
“W ithin a decade all tha t was chan ged, an d 
with w hat difficu lty !” say s the adm iral. “The 
o fficers had to learn , o r in v en t, rather, a n ew 
p ro fessio n . The ship s an d gu n s had to be bu ilt, 
they had to be han dled an d a strategy fo r them 
had to be dev ised. A who le n ew metho d o f 
tho u ght had to be created. Do y o u see the an al­ 
o gy ? 
“T hat was o u r m aterial imp ro v emen t. We’v e 
had tha t in the co u n try , to o , n o w. We’v e go n e 
fro m the little wo o den ship s to the steel m o n ­ 
sters, literally an d figu rativ ely .” 
The p arallel is a go o d o n e; an d the way in 
which the n av y acco mmo dated itself to radically 
chan ged co n ditio n s may , as Admiral Fiske be­ 
liev es, p o in t a mo ral fo r the n atio n as a who le.

Fiske’s wo rds, “lo v ed their beau tifu l white sails 
an d sp o tless decks, an d co u ld n o t 
bear the 
tho u ght o f smo ke an d m achin ery ,” are n o t u n ­ 
like the mo dern p o litician s an d bu sin ess men 
who lo o k back to the so cial an d eco n o mic o rder 


o f a by -go n e day an d wish to brin g it back again . 
M echan ical dev elo p men ts made a chan ge in 
the n av y as in ev itable as the su n rise. The p ro b­ 
lem wasn ’t so lv ed u n til the n av y o fficers sto p p ed 
wrin gin g their han ds o v er the declin e o f the o ld 
way s an d set to wo rk to brin g the serv ice in to 
lin e with mo dern in v en tio n s. 
In the same way , mo dern dev elo p men ts in 
m an u factu rin g, in tran sp o rtatio n , in distribu tio n 
an d in fin an ce hav e chan ged the p ictu re fo r the 
n atio n itself.
